AWARDED  1988  PRINCIPAL'S  MEDAL 


The  Principal's  Medal,  established 
in  1 978  by  the  family  of  Professor  Law- 
rence Lynch  to  honour  his  long  and 
fruitful  association  with  St.  Michael's, 
is  awarded  annually  to  the  graduating 
student  who,  in  the  judgement  of  the 
Principal  on  the  advice  of  a  commit- 
tee, best  exemplifies  the  qualities  fos- 
tered by  the  College.  The  1988  winner 
is  Anne-Marie  (Kinsley)  Gorman. 

There  were  four  outstanding  candi- 
dates this  year  and,  because  of  the

Fr.  J.  Reginald  (Reg)  O'Donnell, 
C.S.B.,  died  5  February  1988  at  the  Bas- 
ilian  Residence,  St.  Basil's  College, 
where  he  had  lived  in  his  later  years 
after  his  health  made  it  no  longer  pos- 
sible for  him  to  stay  in  his  quarters  at 
St.  Michael's. 

For  nearly  forty  years  Fr.  O'Donnell 
laboured  as  a  professor  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Classics  of  St.  Michael's  and  in 
the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  of  the 
University  of  Toronto;  he  was  among 
the  first  scholars  trained  as  founding 
staff  of  the  Pontifical  Institute  of 
Medieval  Studies  and  was  a  Fellow  of 
that  institute  for  almost  four  decades. 
His  talents  for  languages  and  philo- 
sophy, his  immense  capacity  for  work, 
and  his  dedication  to  "first-class" 
scholarship  led  hiin  from  graduate 
studies  in  Cracow,  Paris  and  Breslau 
to  his  academic  appointments  in 
Toronto.  His  many  honours  included 
election  as  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  Canada,  a  Canada  Council  Senior 
Fellowship  at  Florence  and  Rome,  and 
a  Fellowship  of  the  Institute  of 
Advanced  Study  at  Princeton. 

Fr.  O'Donnell  will  be  remembered 
by  the  international  scholarly  com- 
munity for  his  learned  editions,  arti-

cles,  and  conference  papers.  His 
students  respected  him  and  recall  him 
as  a  strict  teacher  who  demanded  close 
and  accurate  reading  of  ancient  texts, 
who  devoted  himself  wholeheartedly 
to  their  academic  and  personal  wel- 
fare, and  who  was  ever  ready  to  join 
with  them  in  scholarly  and  social  pur- 
suits. He  was  often  quoted  as  saying, 
"The  texts  are  there — if  you  can  read 
them."  He  contributed  greatly  to  the 
ability  of  generations  of  classicists  and 
medievalists  to  read  those  texts. 


alumni.  He  is  a  graduate  of  4T6  and 

has  taughit  ai  St.  Mithael's  and  the 
Pontifical  Institute  since  1953.  He  is 
widely  known  as  a  scholar,  teacher  and 
spiritual  director;  his  knciwledge  of 
Spiritual  Theology  and  the  history  of 
spirituality  has  brought  him  many 
invitations  to  give  retreats  and  confer- 
ences. Fr.  Principe's  immediately  pos- 
itive and  generous  respxjnse  to  the

•  The  American  Ambassador,  Tho- 
mas Niles,  was  welcomed  to  the  Col- 
lege on  4  March  by  the  Dean  of  Men, 
Alexander  Reford  8T4.  Mr.  Reford 
was  waiting  at  the  St.  Joseph  Street 
entrance  to  the  College  while  Mr.

A  graduate  of  the  4T0's  recently  dis- 
covered that  the  Kelly  Library  facili- 
ties could  be  available  to  her.

"As  a  female  student  of  English 
and  Philosophy  at  St.  Mike's  in  the 
early  1940's,  I  was  forbidden  the  use 
of  the  St.  Michael's  College  Library 
on  the  grounds  that  "there  were  no 
washroom  facilities  for  the  girls." 
The  deprivation  rankles,  especially 
since  Fr.  Brezik  and  others  would 
recommend  books  that  were  availa- 
ble only  in  the  St.  Michael's 
Library.  I  suppose  that  the  mindset 


of  those  days  was  that  St.  Mike's 
should  be  a  nurturing  ground  of 
scholastics  and  therefore  the  less 
seen  of  women,  the  better. 

At  any  event,  I  am  delighted  to 
receive  the  passe  partout  now 
allowing  me  access  to  the  Library.... 
You  can  be  sure  that  I  shall  make 
use  of  the  opportunity.  I  might  even 
dig  out  my  old  notes  to  get  the  title 
of  the  philosophy  book  recom- 
mended to  be  read  in  1943!"
